DEVELOPMENT  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAMS  FOR  PAKISTAN 

This  report  describes  the  assistance  programs  for  Pakistan  of  31  U.S.  organizations. 

It  includes  voluntary  agencies,  missions,  foundations  and  other  non-profit  organiza- 
tions which  provide  the  people  of  Pakistan  with  material  aid  and  assistance  in 
medicine  and  public  health,  education,  community  development,  etc. 

This  is  one  of  a series  of  annually  revised  country  reports  representing  an  expansion 
and  updating  of  Part  II  of  the  TAICH  1971  directory,  U.S.  Non-Profit  Organizations 
in  Development  Assistance  Abroad.  Additional  and  new  information  on  the  programs  of 
the  organizations  listed  in  these  reports  may  be  obtained  from  TAICH. 

Geographical  place  names  have  been  standardized  in  accordance  with  official  standard 
names  approved  by  the  U.S.  Board  on  Geographic  Names  of  the  Office  of  Geography  in 
the  U.S.  Department  of  the  Interior.  The  des ignat ional  "international"  under  the 
heading  PERSONNEL  refers  to  personnel  other  than  U.S.  or  local,  or  to  non-local 
personnel  in  general  when  citizenship  information  is  not  available. 

Of  the  31  U.S.  organizations  included  in  the  report  17  were  able  to  provide  TAICH 
with  financial  data.  These  figures  indicate  that  a total  of  $1,358,145  was  expended 
in  financial  aid.  These  figures  are  approximate  owing  to  differences  in  fiscal 
years,  methods  of  financial  reporting,  and  methods  of  estimating  dollar  values 
of  commodities,  equipment,  and  material  shipped.  In  instances  where  a determination 
of  expenditures  was  not  possible  the  notation  "Not  available"  has  been  made  after 
the  heading  FINANCIAL  DATA. 

The  Technical  Assistance  Information  Clearing  House,  operated  by  the  American  Council 
of  Voluntary  Agencies  for  Foreign  Service  under  contract  to  the  U.S.  Agency  for 
International  Development,  functions  as  a center  of  information  on  the  socio-economic 
development  programs  of  U.S.  non-profit  organizations.
